“Effort to Confuse Voters.” 


“Throughout the course of this 
campaign,” said Dickmann at the 
close of the program.

day in an opinion reversing an in- 
junction order issued in August, 
1939, by United States District 
Judge John Caskie Collet. The or- 
der was against the AFL Bridge; 


Structural and Ornamental Iron 
Workers in the union’s dispute 
with the Pauly Jail Bufiding Co. 

Judge Collet held that the union, 
after the return of some workers 
through picket lines, did not rep- 
resent a majority of the workers 
and that hence its representation, 
in a secondary boycott, that the 
company was unfair in refusing to 
sign© a contract was fraudulent. 
The Wagner Act, he held, imposed 
on employers the negative duty of 
refusing to enter an agreement 
with representatives of less than 
a majority. 

The Appellate Court, stating that 
the union, in its ‘capacity as bar- 
gaining agent, represented non- 
union production workers also, 
held that the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act does not bind an employe . 
to accept views of the union but 
only to abide by terms of an agree- 
ment between the union and the 
employer. If an agreement did not 
represent wishes of the majority, 
the opinion said, the workers 
might revoke the agency, or if nec- 
essary appeal to the Nationa] La- 
bor Relations Board. 

“It cannot, therefore, be held,” 
the opinion said, “that a crossing 
of the picket line and return to 
work by individual employes con- 
stituted a revocation, as a matter 
of law, of the union’s right to act 
as the collective bargaining agency 
for such employes for any pur-

seasoh during which, from Sep- 
tember through March, there had 


been a total of 115 hours and 50 
minutes of thick smoke. over the 
city.. Today St, Louisans look back 
at the first winter of the smoke 
elimination program with just 17 
hours of thick smoke. . 

This reduction, 85 per cent, in 
hours of heavy palls is nearly par- 
alleled by the reduction in dura- 
tion of moderate smoke over the 
city, 610 hours and 42 minutes in 
the 1939-1940 season as compared 
with only 186 hours and 43 min- 
utes for the one just ended, a de- 
cline of 69 per cent. The reduc- 
tion in hours of all smoke, thick 
and moderate, was 72 per cent. * 

These figures were computed by 
the Post-Dispatch from _ daily 
Weather Bureau’. tabulations. 
Smoke limiting visibility to less 
than five-eighths of a mile is de- 
scribed by the bureau as thick, 
and smoke through which visibility 
is more than five-eighths of a mile, 
but less than a mile and a quafter, 
is called moderate. 

“Cleaner Smoke.” 

Meteorologist Walter J. Moxom, 
commenting yesterday on the im- 
provement of the smoke situation, 
observed, “Not only have we had 
a great deal less smoké, but the 
little we have had seemed some- 
how less objectionable than last 
season's. I'd say it seemed like 
cleaner smoke.” 

One thick and six moderate palls 
were recorded last month-as com- 
pared with two thick and 11 mod- 
erate in March, 1940, Moderate 
March palls which lasted a total of 
82 hours and five minutes in 1940 
were over the city for only 19 
hours and 55 minutes in 1941.

“T was taking a bath when I 
heard the cries of fire and ran 
down after getting into my 
clothes,” Dickens told a reporter. 
“I pulled on the doors until i got 
them open. There were flames 
to the ceiling, but I got part way 
into the room and could seé the 
bed, but I did not see anyone in it. 
The flames and smoke forced me 
out.” 

Dickens then ran ‘upstairs and 
took his son out of the building. 
His wife, who is employed, left 
home before the fire started. 

Mrs. Joseph Tarnowski, asleep in 
her second-floor toom, was awak- 
ened when her dog jumped on the 
bed. Her first thought on hearing 
cries of fire was that it was an 
April Fool joke, she told a re- 
porter. Then she smelled smoke 


and hurried into her clothing and | 


left the building. 

Firemen, responding to a still 
alarm telephoned by one of the 
roomefs at 7:23 o’clock, speedily 
put out the flames, which caused 
$200 damage. Firemen said the in- 
fant was lying at the mother’s 
breast and the-girl was lying be- 
side her mother. 

Shadwick, who returned to his 
second-floor apartment to arouse 
his wife after his unsuccessful ef- 
forts to break into the burning 
room, found the exits blocked by 
smoke a few minutes later. He 
and his wife, who is 65 years old, 
were assisted down a ladder by 
firemen. 

Lucas, 50 years old, was notified 
of the tragedy at his work at the 
Wrought Iron Range’ Co. 5661 
Natural Bridge avenue, where he 
is a metal polisher. He went to 
the morgue to identify the bodies 
and told police he left home about 
7 o'clock after his wife had pre- 
pared breakfast for him. He said 
it was his wife’s custom to light 
a burner of the gas stove on chilly 
mornings: to heat the room, but. 
said he was at a loss to account 
for the fire. Lucas said he was 
married 18 months ago at Potosi, 
Mo. 

The rooming house is conducted 
by Mrs. Beulah Hissong.

SEARCH MADE FOR TWO MORE 
BATCHES OF MIXED DRUGS 


The search for sulfathiazole tab- 
lets mixed with phenobarbital tab- 
lets and mislabeled as sulfathiazole 
was extended today when the Fed- 
eral Food and Drug Administra- 
tion announced two additional 
batches of the drugs were in- 
volved in the mixup. : 

Walter G. Campbell, Food and 
Drug Commissioner, announced at 
Washington the new batches were 
identified by the imprint -MP 118 
and MP 169. The original batch 
had the designation MP 029. All 
were distributed by the Winthrop 
Chemical Co. of New York. 


The company began late in De- 
cember to recall about 410,000 of 
the tablets, Campbell said, but 
about one-fourth of these were un- 
accounted for when the Food and 
Drug Administration was notified 
March 20. In St. Louis, M. R. 
Stephens, chief of the Food and 
Drug Administration office in the 
Federal Building, suggested that 
any person who had Winthrop 
sulfathiazole tablets of any “MP” 
series in his possession notify his 
office. 

Several packages of the MP 
029 batch have been recovered in 
and near St. Louis by agents of 
the Food and Drug Administration 
working out of the office here. The 
deaths of two persons, a 19-month- 
old infant in East St. Louis and a 
Farmington © (Mo.) automobile 
salesman, are being investigated.

WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP).— 
The United States and Mexico 
signed today a convention provid- 
ing for reciprocal use of air fields 
which will permit American mili- 
tary planes to fly to Panama in 
the shortest possible time. 

The conventior was signed at 


12:15 p. m. by Sumner Welles, Un- 
dersecretary of State, and Fran- 
cisco Castillo Najera, the Mexican 
Ambassador, in the presence of 
Mexican and American military 
experts who formed the commit- 
tee to draft plans for mutual de- 
fense measures for defense of the 


| Western Hemisphere. 


The convention will now be sent 
to the Senate for ratification and 
to the Mexican Congress for ap- 
propriate action. . 


The agreement, qualified author- 
ities said, will greatly strengthen 
the aerial defenses of the Panama 
Canal by making it possible for 
the United States to shift air force

Nelson, Snead 
Are Favored 
For Golf Play 


AUGUSTA, Ga., April 1 (AP).— 
With five. years as a professional 


golfer behind him, Lawson Little 
will go into the Augusta masters’ 
tournament Thursday bidding for 
victory as the proper way to cele- 
brate his fifth anniversary as a 
pro. 

It was in the 1936 masters that 
Little switched from the pay-for- 
play to the play-for-pay ranks, a 
step which caused considerable 
fuss. Great things were predicted 
for the husky Californian, who had 
swept the United States and Brit- 
ish amateur ranks clean for two 
years, and he was expected to do 
well, particularly because he was 
such a fine putter. 

There have been few better ama- 
teur putters at any time, but it 
didn’t take Little long to discover 
the word “amateur” made a big dif- 
ference, and that knocking the ball 
into the cup on a perfectly tegded 
surface was a far cry, not to say 
shout, from trying to guide it home 
through some of the rice fields the 
touring pros encounter. 

Little, in fact, suddenly discov- 
ered that his putting stroke was 
the one big flaw in his game. On 
the smooth greens of championship 
coursés he could chop at his putts 
and cut them and they’d still roll 
through. 

“But on the bum greens we 
often run into,” Lawson explains, 
Vd start the ball off with a bounce 
and it. never did stop jumping.” 

So Little, who had considered 
himself a graduate student in put- 
ting, had to go back to grade 
school. With “Professor” Byron 
Nelson, the P. G. A. champion, and 
Cam Puget, a California pro, as his 
tutors, he worked for a year and a 
half Sefore he was satisfied. 

The results are right on the rec- 
ord books. Last year, of course, he 
won the National Open at Cleve- 
land; this winter he threw in a 62, 
equal to the P. G. A. tournament 
record, in taking the Texas Open, 
and he also has scored major vic- 
tories in the Canadian and San 
Francisco match play opens.

That it will take immediate and 
large gains of territory in the 
north seems certain; but we should 
be careful not to draw too close 
analogies between these gains and 
the German gains at the begin- 
ning of the Polish campaign. 

The Yugoslav general staff un- 
derstands quite well that the open 
country of the north must be 
given up. It is in the mountains of 
the south that they mean to make 
their stand. The Yugoslav army is 
far better equipped for mountain 
fighting than for any other type of 
warfare. Indeed, its greatest 
strength is in its magnificent bat- 
talions of hardy, tough-fibered in- 
fantry, well equipped so far as ri- 
fles, automatic arms and small 
mortars are concerned, thoroughly 
trained in mountain tactics and 
provided with a strong and well 
educated officer corps fully capa- 
ble of discharging the heavy re- 
sponsibilities which, in such war- 
fare, must fall on the leaders of 
small detachments. Mountain war- 
fare is a ‘platoon commander’s 
“show.” 


Makeup of Yugoslav Army. 


The Yugosiav army can mobilize 
probably 18 infantry divisions of 
the first line. (There were for- 
merly 16, but at’ least one and 
perhaps two additional divisions, 
to complete the Sixth Army, are 
thought to have been created). 
These divisions will mobilize, for 
the most part, with four infantry 
regiments of four battalions each, 
almost twice the infantry strength 
of a German division. Nominally 
they will each have 15 batteries of 
artillery—nine of 75-mm., field or 
mountain guns, six of 105-mm. or 
155-mm. howitzers. Some of the 
divisions may not have this full al- 
lotment of artillery. In any case, 
the artillery in proportion to the 
infantry is weaker than in other 
armies; the Yugoslavs are inclined 
to place great dependence in their 
terrain and the fighting qualities 
of their foot-soldiers to make up 
for a lack of guns. In addition 
to the infantry divisions, there 
exist two cavalry divisions, the 
Royal Guard (cavalry, infantry, 
and artillery) and a certain num- 
ber of other units, lamgely heavy 
artillery, engineers and anti-air- 
craft artillery. Of reserve forma- 
tions, there can probably be mo- 
bilized 12 infantry divisions, with 
from 12 to 16 battalions and from 
six to 12 batteries each. In these, 
the shortage of artillery and other 
special weapons will be much more 
marked than in the first-line divi- 
sions. There is a shortage of anti- 
tank guns and mechanized equip- 
ment, which can only be compen- 
sated for, in part, by using moun- 
tain terrain; and in part by British 
supplies flowing in through Salo- 
nika. 

The higher formations of the 
Yugoslav forces are six “armies,” 
each of three first-line and two re- 
serve divisions. In practice the re- 
serve divisions are not rigidly as- 
signed. The probable initial de- 
velopment of the Yugoslav forces 
is as follows: The Fourth Army on 
the upper Sava River, facing north, 
with the First Army on its right 
continuing the line of the Sava 
and the Danube to and beyond 
Belgrade. These rivers are formid- 
able military obstacles and a de- 
laying action may be fought along 
them; but the line is too long to 
be held for any length of time by 
the forces available. South of Bel- 
grade, facing east and holding the 
all-important gateways into the 
strategic Morava-Vardar_ valley, 
the Fifth Army is concentrated 
around Nis, supporting the fortifi- 
cations of Zayechar, watching the 
Timok gap, and at Pirot, which 
defends the gap made by the val- 
ley ef the Nishava River. Still far- 
ther south, also facing east and 
guarding the lower Vardar, is the 
Third. Army, concentrated round

vier Vallat, former rightist Dep- 
uty and avowed anti-Semite, as 
head of France’s new office for 
Jewish affairs. 

Vallat is a virtual czar. Under 
yesterday’s law which created his 
office. he wields discretionary 
powers to revise any sections of 
the law of Oct. 18, which defines 
the status of Jews in Vichy-ruled 
France. Up until now, thanks to 
the benign influence of Marshal 
Henri Petain, chief of state, Jews 
of occupied France have been 
spared strict enforcement of these 
regulations. Their application 
has heretofore been somewhat 
theoretical, exceptions being made 
in favor of Jews who had shown 
bravery in the late war or had ren- 
dered signal service.

Old men, women and children, these were plodding afoot through 
the quivering heat, choking with dust stirred by cannon wheels on 
the smashed road or stirred from the hillsides by frightened pack 


animals and more frightened men. 

Behind them, the British artil- 
lery crashed in the not-so-distant 
peaks and machine guns stuttered 
in brief argument at the futile 
road blocks. Ahead, beyond the 
veils of dust, beyond Asmara, lay 
the hopeless, useless march to- the 
dead end of Masseua and the sea, 
or the aimless trek toward the 
south and into the; hands of the 
vengeful natives. 

They are not newcomers to East 
Africa, these terrified refugees. 
Many of them had grown old 
here, nurturing the rocky soil with 


: patience endless—seeding mountain 


crevices, burning and _ starving 
their youth on the promise of: bet- 
ter days for their old age. And 


all this to establish the glory of 
Italy in Eritrea—to make this col- 
ony the cornerstone of tHe vast 
and reluctant empire of Ethiopia. 
From the Sudan to Cheren the 
country was wild, menacing, un- 
cultivated and untamable. But as 
the attacking troops drove through 
the glaring, white town and past 
artillery positions beyond, they 
found a gorge, widening slopes 
more lenient, and heights stretch- 
ing to the skyline in a series of 
terraces and broken plateaus. 


Here are green farms with or- 
derly outbuHdings and small but 
habitable cottages. The steaming 
greenery of the brush lands is brok- 
en by orchards where lemons and 
oranges and papayas are ripening. 

But the doors of the houses 
swing in the wind and no one 
moves in the grape arbors or in 
the lanes between the orange 
trees. There is no sound to com- 
pete with the rattle of trucks and 


armament along the valley high- 
way. 


They have not been gone long, 


these settlers. In some houses, 
breakfasts were found still warm 
on the kitchen tables, fires still 
were smoldering in the _ stoves. 
For it was not in the cards that 
the crazy Britishers would ever 
attempt to break through in a 
low-leven, frontal attack on Che- 
ren, Unreasoning panic came 
with the first wave of the sweat- 
covered, dirt-caked Alpineri 
scrambling down from the peaks 
they had defended for two months 
at ghastly cost, throwing away 
their rifles and machine guns, the 
better to carry their numerous 
wounded. The settlers pushed 
back their chairs and joined in 
the flight. 


So began the trek which in a 
little way was like that from Bel- 
gium and northern France last 
year. But there were two differ- 
ences—there was no harrying of 
civilians on the road, but also, 
these uprooted pioneers marched 
without the solace that remained 
until the last minute with the 
peasants in Belgium. Belgian and 
French refugees hoped one day to 
go back to their lands—knew they 
would until the day German bombs 
slaughtered them. These Italians, 
who see Ethiopia reclaiming its 
own, have no hope of returning. 
Without possessions, without pros- 
pects, they plod on to the sea.

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A BRILLIANT BEGINNING. | 

The Defense Labor Mediation Board, not yet a 
week old, has already settled three of the most seri- 
ous strikes threatening the national preparedness 
effort. It is a brilliant beginning. 

The new board, instead of strong-arm stuff which 
| breeds resentment and sabotage and violence, instead 
of threatening workers with the electric chair, as a 
member of Congress did the other day, offers medi- 
ation and arbitration, which make for understand- 
ing and co-operation. 7 
| This fs the policy of such wise counselors as Ber- 
nard M. Baruch and John Steelman, men who know 
the problem. Baruch has said that he would not 
enact anti-strike laws or conscript labor, but rather 

point an agency which would prevent strikes 
“either by opposing unjust encroachments on labor’s 
rights or by winning the backing of labor for any 
sacrifices that are found absolutely necessary.” 

And Steelman: “I do not believe that such un- 
derstanding ‘between employer and worker)—and 
the good will without which it is well-nigh impos- 
sible—can. be furthered by compulsion. -It is for 
us, free management and free labor, to demonstrate 
that freedom and efficiency are not incompatible.” 

Both the United States Chamber of Commerce and 
the National Association of Manufacturers have rec- 
ognized this logic. They are against anti-strike leg- 
islation. They have not necessarily done so out of 
any sudden burst of super-sympathy for labor. It 
may be just the enlightened self-interest which 
realizes that, once so large a sector of the nation 
as labor has been dragooned, there is no insurance 
against totalitarian regimentation for any other 
sector. And that reason is good enough. 

The new mediation board has all the grants of 
power, all the machinery necessary for the mainte- 
nance of the labor peace which is so vitally neces- 
sary in this national emergency. As a result of its 
fine beginning, it may also be expected to enjoy that 
prestige, that general support of public opinion, 
which more than anything else will make for suc- 
cess in its future work. 

There is bound to be need for adjustment of labor 
relations in the months ahead. Prices are going up. 
Wages, obviously, will have to keep pace, if for 
no other reason than that hungry workers cannot 
be good workers. On the other hand, defense neces- 
sities may call for sacrifices on their part. Both 
common sense and patriotism will dictate fair deal- 
ing under such circumstances. Where the difficul- 
ties threaten to become too great for the parties di- 
rectly involved, the new board stands ready to 
offer not only mediation, but also arbitration. 

Unfortunately, there may be efforts to seize on 
the national emergency as an excuse for union-bust- 
ing on one side, and as an excuse for unreasonable 
demands on the other. There may be cases of de- 
fiance of the NLRB and the courts. There may be 
unwarranted jurisdictional strikes and the like. 

Since the hew board can offer no more than vol- 
untary arbitration, stubbornness in such instances 
may be beyond its cure. However, will not the very 
fact that the board is forced to announce, with a 
full statement of the facts, that here is a case in 
which one party or the other will not agree to its 
pattern of mediation and arbitration, will not this 
alone be enough to bring into play the most powerful 
force of all, public opinion? 

Will not the occasional recalcitrant employer or 
the occasional unreasonable union fear this public 
indictment above all things? ‘Will they not come to 
terms rather than face a nation’s wrath? 

The members of the new board may be kept busy 
enough with routine cases, but may they not, s0 
far as these standpat, public-be-damned' cases go, 
have little to do? That, at least, is the country’s hope. 

We are engaged in a great defense effort 
which could be crippled by industrial strife. That 
would be unthinkable and intolerable. The public 
demands of both capital and labor that reason 
guide them in their disputes and it looks with con- 
fidence to the new labor board to act as referee.

If President Roosevelt expected that there would 
be little or no opposition to the devious way in which 
the St. Lawrence seaway project has been presented 
to Congress this time, he was doomed to disappoint- 
ment. It is béing criticised right and left, much 
of the sharpest criticism appearing in newspapers 
which have supported his foreign policy unreservedly. 

The Washington Post, for example, is quick to point 
out that the administration is seeking to outsmart 
Senate opposition by changing the status of the pro- 
posal, The Post says that presentation of the project 
as an agreement with Canada calling for simple ma- 
jority votes in both branches of Congress inevitably 
calls up “the fact that the St. Lawrence development 
project was offered for approval in treaty form (re- 
quiring a two-thirds majority) and rejected by the 
Senate in 1934.” 

The New York Times doesn’t like “this method of 


| whipping the devil around the stump” either, but it 


goes on to criticise Mr. Roosevelt's description of the 
project as a “national defense measure.” Indeed, the 
Times finds it anything but a national defense project 
for the reason that it would “get squarely in the way 
of national defense by diverting an army of men, 


is a crying need for planes, tanks, guns and ships.” 

There is the same doubt in the mind of the New 
York Herald Tribune. To quote this defender of the 
administration’s foreign policy: 


It is certainly imperative that past enthusi- 
asms and dreams of future social usefulness 
should not lead to the diversion of defense ener- 
gies that would be more efficiently employed, 
from the strict viewpoint of defense, in other 
ways. If the President now forces the St. Law- 
rence development on both countries as a defense 
project, then he must show that it is justified 
now on a rational schedule of defense priorities. 
His letter certainly does not do so. 


Citing Mr. Roosevelt’s own words of three weeks 
ago that “the great task of this day is to move prod- 


|ucts from our factories to the battle lines of democ- 


racy,” the Baltimore Sun says quite frankly that 
“the administration has yet to show how a grandiose 
five-year public works program in the St. Lawrence 
fits into a timetable properly keyed to the ‘terrible 
urgency’ of defense.” 

As our readers know, the Post-Dispatch raised both 
these questions about the seaway project in its new 
form last week. ‘The present proposal is not fair 
with those who are its sincere opponents. It is any- 
thing but convincing as a defense project. 

The President is drawing up a series of great pub- 
lic works projects to soften the economic shock which 
will come when the war boom passes. The St. Law- 
rence seaway project belongs on that list. 
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EVIL EYE FROM THE ORIENT. 

On the day after Yosuke Matsuoka, Japan’s For- 
eign Minister, arrived in Berlin, Hitler got word that 
a revolution had upset the Nazi apple cart in Yugo- 
slavia. Yesterday, the day Matsuoka arrived in 
Rome, Mussolini was admitting the loss of five Ital- 
ian warships in a fight with the British. 

If this Japanese visitor is always as good at hex- 
ing as that, he really ought to call around at the 
Axis capitals oftener. 
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WHEN IMMIGRATION CEASED. 

From 1815 through 1914—a span of a century— 
35,000,000 Europeans came to the United States. 
These hew arrivals, as does not need to be argued, 
had a profound effect on American life. How they 
{nfluenced the nation’s political course makes one of 
the most interesting conclusions in “The Immigrant 
in American History,” by the late Marcus Lee Han- 
sen of the University of Illinois, among hisporians a 
chief student of immigration and its results. He 
wrote: 

The bulk of naturalized voters in the nine- 
teenth century never grasped the fine points in- 
volved in public policy; but they comprehended 
the basic character of American democracy and 
usually made its maintenance without essential 
change their principal political objective. Like a 
sea that tempers the heat and cold of the sur- 
rounding land, the ocean of immigrants mod- 
erated the cold of political reaction and the heat 
of democratic reform. 

If this interpretation is correct, Amefican democ- 
racy of the future will assume a different aspect 
now that immigration has come to an end. No 
longer will the laboring class consist predomi- 
nantly of newcomers who feel they are merely 
serving an apprenticeship. The workers will use 
their political power to obtain even greater 
economic and social rights, and politics and 
democracy of America will more nearly resem- 
ble those of Western Europe before the World 
War. 

The more one reflects on this conclusion the more 
persuasive it becomes. The post-depression New 
Deal and the wave of social and economic reforms 
which accompanied it over the country are support- 
ing evidence. Many persons who took the lead in 
shutting off immigration joined, without knowing 
it, in shaping a new and powerful economic point 
of view among the masses of the people. 
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A NEW ALLY FOR STREET RENAMING. ‘ 

The movement to eliminate duplicate street names 
in the city and county has enlisted an important ally 
with the announcement that the League of Munici- 
palities of St. Louis County will actively support the 
campaign. This vigorous organization has played 
an important part in numerous efforts for the wel- 
fare of suburban communities. Its co-operation is 
welcome in the drive to eliminate the confusion, 
inconvenience and delay in mail and merchandise 
caused by the senseless duplication of street names. 
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FOOTNOTE ON THE MEDITERRANEAN BATTLE. 

As more details of the battle in the Mediterranean 
last week end are disclosed, it becomes an even 
greater defeat for the Axis, both in naval power and 
prestige. The indication that German pressure 
forced the unwilling Italians to send their fleet out 
to battle—and disaster—is one more item in the 
junior partner’s long bill of grievances against the 
senior partner. The Italian people are sure to be 
even more resentful toward the Germans than before 
when they learn that attacks by Nazi dive bombers 
after the battle forced the British to give up their 
rescue efforts and leave several hundred seamen 
from the sunken warships struggling in the water. 

It may well develop that the Italian indignation 
against Germany roused by this battle will be of 
more ultimate aid to the British than the actual

UGOSLAVIA, whose revamped Govern- 

ment has “returned to full and absolute 

neutrality” and may therefore have to 
fight Germany, is one of the hodgepodge 
countries that came out of the peace confer- 
ence after the World War. 

The object of its creation was to take 
yet another piece from the old Austro-Hun- 
garian Empire. Yugoslavia’s component 
parts are Serbia as of 1913, Montenegro as 
of 1912, old Bosnia, Herzegovina, Slovenia 
and the old Voyvodina, and pieces of what 
once were Dalmatia and Croatia-Slavonia. 
Its official name is Kingdom of the Serbs, 
Croats and Slovenes. 

The Serbs, Croats, Slovenes and smaller 
racial groups of Yugoslavia are much like 
our mountaineers of Kentucky, West Vir- 
ginia, Virginia, etc. Their ancestors were 


Slavs fleeing the medieval Mongol and other. 


invasions of Europe. Like our mountaineers’ 
ancestors who didn’t get the rich lands of 
the West, these Slavs settled in the moun- 
tains beyond Bulgaria aid Greece instead 
of pressing on to Austria and Italy. 

They are Hatfields and McCoys, mainly 
—rootin’, shootin’ hombres who like their 
liquor straight, and fight like wildcats when 
annoyed. They are very hard to take, and 
when you’ve taken them you: haven’t got 
much, because the Yugoslav mountains and 
rocky valleys are none too productive. 

Yugoslavia’s area is about 95,000 square 
miles, its population an estimated 16,200,000. 
Of these, about 12,000,000 are Serbs and 
Croats, while more than 1,000,000 are Slov- 
enes. There are more than a half-million 
Germans, almost as many Magyars and 
quite a few Albanians. 

The Governments of Kings Peter I and 
Alexander I (assassinated at Marseilles 
Oct. 9, 1934) and of Prince Regent Paul 
(deposed the other day) have all been des- 
potic. Presumably, King Peter II’s will be 
likewise. It takes a strong-handed govern- 
ment to survive at Belgrade.

T HERE are three effective arguments 
against enactment of the criminal syn- 
dicalism bills pending in the Missouri Legis- 
lature. 

The first is that the crime of conspiring 
to overthrow the Government by force is 
already adequately covered by Federal laws. 
The second is that State laws on this sub- 
ject are susceptible to abuse by thick-head- 
ed local officials who are too dumb to know 
when a dissenting doctrine is dangerous 
and when it is not. 

The third is the following opinion of Chief 
Justice Hughes in holding unconstitution- 
al a similar law passed by the Oregon Leg- 
islature: 

“The greater the importance of safe- 
guarding the community from incitements 
to the overthrow of our institutions by force 
or violence, the more imperative is the need 
to preserve inviolate the constitutional 
rights of free speech, free press and free 
assembly in order to maintain the oppor-

President Frederick A. Middlebush

WASHINGTON, April 1, 
OME of the potentialities of 
the “central staff” which it is 
tentatively planned to gather 
around Harry L.. Hopkins were ex- 
plored in this space yesterday. It 
was suggested that a group of able, 
energetic, single-minded officials, 
freed of all duties except to con- 
sider the major war problems, and 
having quick access to the Presi- 
dent through Hopkins, might well 
give a much-needed coherence and 
direction to the American war ef- 
fort. The possible defects of the 

scheme remain to be considered. 
These defects are fairly obvious 


on the surface. In brief outline, if 
the scheme goes through, the “cen- 
tral staff” is to be the permanent 
secretariat of the War Cabinet, 
working under Hopkins and the 
War Cabinet members, the Secre- 
taries of State, Treasury, War and 
Navy. It is to be composed of a 
small group of free lances at the 
top, and beneath them a number of 
liaison officers appointed to repre- 
sent the departments on the staff 
and the staff in the departments, 
and a few legal and statistical ex- 
perts. Hopkins places great em- 
phasis on “keeping the thing fluid.” 
Thus the organization is not only 
to be small and informal. It is also 
to be rather shaieless, without 
even a headquarte cept at Hop- 
kins’ White House bedroom. 

This shapelessness may not in- 
terfere with the central staff's 
functioning as a clearing house for 
ideas and information about major 
war policies, and as a general 
speeder-up of the War effort. But 
besides this broad task, the Presi- 
dent has also conferred on Hopkins 
and the War Cabinet the more spe- 
cific duty of administering the 
lease-lend law. 

Organization Needed. 

T is not an easy duty. Neither 

the army norgthe navy officers, 

even in the hest ranks, have 
really accepted the implications of 
the policy of all-out aid to Britain. 
They support it in principle, but 
when it comes to handing over to 
Britain war material they want 
themselves, their professional de- 
formation causes them to balk, 

There is no joint British-Ameri- 
can body of naval and military 
men charged with planning and ex- 
ecuting grand strategy, and thus 
there is no check on the natural 
professional self-centeredness of 
our people, Consequently, each 
transaction under the lease-lend 
law is a struggle. 

Hopkins’ organization, even in its 
present formative stage, has kept 
the struggling to a minimum. Hop- 
kins’ own position at the White 
House, the army and navy offi- 


cers’ sense of his closeness to the 
President, his power to cal] them 
to his room and there talk to them 
in the President’s very shadow— 
these factors have tended to break 
down resistance, Then, too, the fact 
that he has professional arnfy and 
navy men to do his liaison work pre- 
vents him from being stopped by | 
army and navy technicalities.. Yet 
in the long run, if the complex 
transactions under the lease-lend 
law are to be efficiently handled, 
more definite, more formal sort of 
organization seems to be required. 


Hopkins’ Health a Factor. 


F the central staff idea goes 
| through, the tremendous respon- 

sibility it puts on Hopkins will 
certainly be considered a still more 
serious drawback by many observ- 
ers. For one thing, the simple 
point will be made that he is not 


well enough to carry such a heavy 
burden. 


In fairness to Hopkins, it must 
be said the record casts doubt on 
this theory. In the past weeks, he 
worked 10 hours a day, helping to 
prepare the seven billion dollar ap- 
proriation bill, the first releases of 
war materials to Britain and 
Greece under the lease-lend act, 
and the first rough British-Ameri- 


ean joint production schedule, He, 


of course, avoided the normal fa- 
tigues of administrative office— 
the telephone calls, the unending 
appointments, the constant super- 
vision of subordinates. He simply 
sat in his room at the White 
House, talking. matters out with 
such representativés of the British 
as Arthur Purvis and Jean Mon- 
net of the purchasing commission, 
with the army and navy people, 
and with the germ of the central 
staff he has already recruited, On 
that system, he got much done. 


Whatever happens, he intends to 
avoid exhausting administrative 
routine. But even if he conserves 
himself for the big jobs, he is not, 
by his own admission, a good ad- 
ministrator. Therefore, it is to be 
hoped that he will supplement 
himself, by appointing an assist- 
ant charged with the daily work 
of administration. If he does so, 
the central staff idea may bear 
immensely useful fruits. For Hop- 
kins, since his trip to Britain, is 
filled with a_ burning conviction 
of the importance of the aid-Brit- 
ain policy. He has constant access 
to the President. As the Presi- 
dent’s best friend, he can recon- 
cile inter-governmental conflicts 
and tackle basic war problems 
more easily than less fortunately 
situated officails. And with an ac- 
tive well-managed organization un- 
der him, he will be free to do the 
things he is fitted for without at- 
tempting. the things at which he 
is less expert.

In 1914 Peter’s father, Alexand- 
er, led his people in war against 
an Austria that was backed up 
by Germany. It was a costly war 
for Serbia. The Serbia of those 
days had only three or four mil- 
lion people and was overrun by 
German-Austrian troops. Belgrade 
was ruined; 350,000 Serbs were 
killed in battle. But in that war, 
the Serbians proved they were the 
finest fighters of the Balkans. 


* * * 

BEY fought the Austrians and 

the Germans because they want- 

ed the union of the South Slavs 
—Serbs, Croatians, Bosnians, Mon- 
tenegrins, Slovenians. Serbia had 
been independent. The others had 
been under Austrian rule. Part 
were Orthodox, part were Catholic, 
and there: were minor differences 
in their languages. They had hard 
times. Italy did not want a strong 
kingdom of the South Slavs on 
the Adriatic and backed up every 
discontented group that it could 
find. Hungary wanted Croatia— 
for in the old Austro-Hungarian 
army, Croatia had been ruled by 
Hungary. 

There was a good deal of in- 
ternal pulling and hauling. .Some- 
times it looked as though ‘he new 
country would drop apart. But it 
didn’t. It began more and more 
to pull together. Macek, the Croat- 
ian leader of the Peasants’ Party, 
helped keep it together.

ITLER promising to defend 

the territorial integrity of Yu- 
goslavia forever was a joke. May- 
be he would let the frontiers stand. 
But frontiers don’t mean much if 
Nazis are all over the place telling 
you what you must do and must 
not do. 

Hitler despises the South Slavs. 
He left Austria and joined the 
German army because he thought 
that even the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire gave the Slavs too much 
consideration. He goes into all 
that in Mein Kampf. Germany 
should rule the Danube and all the 
Slavs and Magyars @nd everybody 
else are second-rate folks that 
need the iron hand. If the South 
Slavs couldn’t get on with Austria, 
they could not possibly welcome 
the vast Third Reich with its the- 
ory of racial domination. 

The South Slavs were the step- 
children of the old empire. Hew- 
ers of wood.and carriers of water. 
Now they had been invited to step 
into the parlor and make a pact 
to become again hewers of wood 
and. carriers of water for German 


overlords. 

RINCE PAUL, the Regent, was 
P a cousin of the martyred.King. 
He was brought up abroad, edu- 
cated at Oxford, is cultivated and 
slightly bored with his rough peas- 
ants. He patronized the arts and 
loves music. But he was not close 
to the people. He was not like 
Alexander, who had grown tp with 


HEN young King Peter of over the uniform. 


Every Sunday thousands of 
Serbs go and look at that. And 
they know that Alexander was 
shot along with the French For- 
eign Minister Barthou because the 
powers that now call themselves 
the Axis did not like his policy 
of staying loyal to the countries 
that helped set the South Slavs 
free—France, and Britain, and the 
United States. 

° * . 
EE South Slavs, especially the 
Serbs, are a rather primitive 
people. Foreigners used to crack 
jokes about their new capital, Bel- 
grade, which certainly is no Paris. 
Zagreb, the capital of Croatia, is 
much more beautiful] and civilized. 

But the fathers of every youth 
alive fought, and a lot of them 
died, for the kingdom of Alexander 
and the union of the South Slavs. 
They are mostly peasants, almost 
all of them own land, and they are 
free men the way independent 
farmers always are. They have no 
snobbery or sense of caste. They 
are immensely —— They 
are deeply religious. 

They all have something to lose; 
their land, their freedom, their 
country. Like most deeply religious 
people, they don’t think much 
about death. Death comes to all 
men, sooner or later. And they 
had to fight terrifly to preserve 
Serbia and make the country they 
have. 

What the South Slavs have done, 
by a popular rising, means more 
than the fact that Hitler can’t get 
anything more in the Balkans by 
shenanigans. They defied Hitler 
in a politically critical moment— 
just when the Fuehrer was show- 
ing Matsuoka around Berlin and 
trying to persuade him that he had 
all Europe with him; that it was 
the British warmongers who were 
trying to stir up trouble; otherwise 
all Europe was just pining to enter 
his New Order. 


How anxious the Yugoslavs were 
to enter it was first indicated by 
the fact that not a workman would 
help move the train that was to 
carry the delegation to Berlin to 
sign the pact; Hitler had to send 
a train for the delegation. 

As for the British “warmongers” 
— was in Yugoslavia less than a 
year ago and ‘Wistressed to see that 
the British influence was practi- 
cally non-existent, while German 
agents were everywhere. 

\ 2 * * 

HE Yugoslav rising is of a na- 

tional revolutionary nature. 
Certainly, the influence of Russia 
is strong here,’but it is not strong 
by virtue of Communism. The Yu- 
goslevs are practically immune 
from Communism, being land-own- 
ing peasants. But they remember 
that Russia sprang to aid them in 
the last war, and Russia is the 
“mother of the Slavs.” 

There is not a nation in Europe 
whose people are not rejoicing 
over the Yugoslav gesture. 

Tre New Order of the continent 
has been formed by terror and 
biackmail. The Yugoslav rising 
will have joyful reactions even in 
the countries that once oppressed 
the South Slavs—in Austria and 
Hungary—who no more want to 
live under Hitler’s yoke than do 
the South Slavs. How the Poles 
and the Czechs must feel needs 
little imagination to picture. The 
psychological and political reac- 
tions are perhaps more important 
than the military. 

For Hitler has again made the

NEGRO NAT NU 


Ben Gitlow, Former Com- 
munist Leader, on Stand at 
Bridges Hearing. 


SAN FRANCISCO April 1 (AP). 
—Bejamin Gitlow, former general 
secretary of the Communist party 
in the United States, testified to- 
day plans for an independent Ne- 


gro republic in this country were 
drawn at a meeting of the Com- 
munist International in Moscow 
which he attended. 

Gitlow was a Government wit- 
ness in the deportation trial of 
Harry Bridges, alien West Coast 
labor leader. 

“Naturally,” Gitlow said, “any- 
one in the United States would 
know the carrying out of such a 
policy would lead to a most bloody 
civil war, particularly in the Unit- 
ed States.” 

He said the policy called for cre- 
ation of a Negro nation in sections 
of the south where Negroes out- 
numbered the white population. 
The time of forming the Negro 
country, Gitlow testified, would be 
dependent upon the general revo- 
ulution in America. The edict of the 
international, he said, was binding 
on American Communists. 

Gitlow told of the Communist 
drive to get Negro porters as mem- 
bers, and the party’s support of 
the Nicaraguan revolution in the 
1920s. 

Gitlow linked the International 
Labor Defense with the party, tes- 
tifying, “every member of the Com- 
munist party automatically be- 
comse a member of the I, L. D.” 
Previously he explained a mem- 
ber of the L L. D. was not neces- 
sarily a Communist. 

The party aims, he said, include: 
Violent overthrow of all capitalis- 
tic governments; disorganizing the 
military force of this Government, 
and gaining control of trade unions 
to foster revolutionary sentiment. 

The background of the Commu- 
nist party was a prelude to the 
direct attack on Bridges by Gov- 
ernment attorneys. 

Mrs, Carol King, New York at- 
torney defending Bridges, met ad- 
verse rulings from Judge Charles 
Brown Sears of Buffalo, N. Y., in 
seeking dismissal of the charges, 
and in trying to get into the record 
findings of Dean James K. Landis 
of the Harvard Law School in the 
1939 Bridges deportation case, Lan- 
dis held the evidence did not show 
convincingly that Bridges was a 
member of the Communist party 
at.the time the warrant was issued.

Allotment Fixed at $325,000 
—City’s Share to Be 
' $120,000. .

By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 1— 
The allotment of State funds for 
direct unemployment relief for 
April was fixed today by the State 
Social Security Commission at $325,- 
969, a reduction of $22,622 from the 
$348,591 allowance in March. 

The commission estimated the 
number of relief cases, averaging 


740 for April, a reduction of 517 
cases from March. The State-wide 
average relief allowance per case 
for April is. $12.66, compared to 
$13.14 in March. 

The reduction in allowance was 
due to seasonal conditions, and re- 
duced needs for fuel, it was said. 

The allotment for the city of St. 
Louis for April was $120,824, a 
reduction of $5309 from the March 
allowance of $126,133. The relief 
case load: for St. Louis for April 
was estimated at 6800, a reduction 
of about 100 cases from March. | 
The April average per acse in the 
city is $17.75, compared to $18 in 
March. 

The allowances do not include 
surplus commodities distributed to 
persons on the relief, rolls. The 
commission has not made an esti- 
mate of the value of the commod- 
ities to be distributed in April.

IN YUGOSLAV WAR 
Continued From Page One. 


It is likely that a good 
many of the reserve divisions have 
been assigned to these two armies. 


The Second Army probably forms 
the general reserve, for the mo- 
ment. As for the new Sixth Army, 
commanded by one of the most 
brilliant of the Yugoslav generals 
(Stanislavjevic) its advance for- 
mations are on the northern fron- 
tier of Albania, and its mission 
seems probably to be the cleaning 
up of the Italian forces in that 
area, which will not only eliminate 
any peril to the Yugosjav rear 
from that direction but will also 
the bulk of the Greek 
forces to help defend the formid- 
able entrenched camp of Salonika. 
Salonika as the only gateway to 
the outer world, is of vital im- 
portance to Yugoslavia. 

As far as land troops are con- 
cerned, the Yugoslavs could prob- 
ably, in their hills, resist a Ger- 
With Greek 
and Turkish and British aid they 
might even be able to drive the 
Germans out of Bulgaria, because 
of the precarious nature of the 
German communications. But the 
German air power complicates this 
picture. The Yugoslav air force 
probably has no more than 300- 
400 modern combat type planes; its 
personnel is very efficient, but its 
equipment is diverse. In the air, 
Yugoslavia must rely on Britain. 
The Yugoslav supply problem is 
also difficult, and will become 
more so if the great arsenal of 
Kragujevac is lost. However, it 


is likely that great stores of ammu- 


nition have been sent south and 
placed in readiness around Skopje. 

On the whole the prospects seem 
to be that if Yugoslavia is at- 
tacked, the Italians will be quickly 
driven from Albania and a com- 
mon Greek-Yugoslav-British front 
formed stretching from the Ad- 
riatic to the Aegean, defending 
Salonika and the southern part of 
Yugoslavia. A delaying action on 
the Sava and Dant>e may precede 

is; and the Yugoslav River moni- 
tors on the Danube will doubtless 
do much damage to German traf- 
fic there before they are over- 
whelmed. The possibility of a great 
German disaster in Bulgaria can- 
not however be ruled out; especial- 
ly if Yugoslav resistance lights a 


fire of local revolt all through Bul- 


garia and Rumania, with conse- 
quent sabotage to the very flimsy 
German communications. 


In the larger sense, however, 
this development promises _to be 
the real war on two fronts which 
has so long been the nightmare of 
the German general staff; it may 
have disastrous repercussions on 
the German economic plahs by 


attack of one sort or another and 
by cutting off Yugoslav mineral 
and agricultural supplies; and it 
may prove such a diversion as to 
relieve in great measure the Ger- 
man pressure on Britain—perhaps 
to the point of making the differ- 
ence between defeat and victory as 
American supplies move in ever- 
increasing volume across the At- 
lantic, It remains to be seen 
whether the Germans can dare as- 
sume these risks, or whether they 
will prefer the risks of a less vig- 
orous Balkan policy.

WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP).— 
Representative Engel (Rep.), 
who conducted a one- 
man investigation of army canton- 
ments, said today selection of the 
site for Camp Blanding, Fia., 
shows “gross inefficiency’ and a 
total. disregard for taxpayers’ in- 
terests.” 

-In a speech in the House, Engel 
said much of the increased cost of 
the $27,740,214 project, originally 
estimated.on a smaller basis at $8,- 
796,180; could be traced to the site, 
of which 40 per cént is below the 
level of the adjacent Kingsley 
Lake. He added: 

“While ‘there would have been 
meecssary a certain amount of 
grading in any site, much of the 
expense of removing the 2,000,000 
cubic yards of earth, the taking 
out of 650,000 cubic yards of muck 
and refilling with sand . .. The 
major portion of the nearly $2,000,- 
000 spe-t for equipment rental, the 
miles of surface ditches and un- 
derground tiling, all of this and 
many more time, can be charged to 
improper selection of a site.” 

Engel declared that $2,014,600 
of the increase was due to overtime 
paid to workmen and the fact that 
v..ge scales were boosted. 

The camp originally was de- 
signed to accommodate 39,000 men, 
but was expanded to house 58,000. 

Engel noted that Brig. Gen. Bre- 
hon - Somervell did not assume 
charge of army construction until 
Dec. 13, 1940; after much of the 
Blanding work had been done.

INDIANAPOLIS, April 1 (AP).— 
Gov. Henry F. Schricker’s contest 
with the Republican controlled 
General Assembly over legislation 
stripping him of much appointive 
power is headed toward the State 
Supreme Court. 

The Governor, only Democratic 
State officer elected last Novem- 
ber, won the first round in Circuit 
Court yesterday. Judge Earl R. 
Cox enjoined enforcement of gov- 
ernmental reorganization statutes 
pending a Supreme Court decision. 

Republican officials said the case 
would be appealed immediately. 

The power to appoinnt and dis- 
miss thousands of State employes 
was given to the chief executive 
during the administration of Paul 
V. McNutt in 1933. The current 
legislature passed bills giving most 
of this power to administrative 
boards, with the Governor as mi- 
nority ‘member.

working yarn around the right little finger, across the palm 
side of the ring and middle fingers, then over the index finger. 
As you work, the index finger throws the working yarn over 
the right needle. With the index finger bring the working yarn 
toward you, between the two needles, and pull it through the 
loop on the left needle to make a loop on the right needle. 


(5) With the index finger of the right. hand, wrap the 
yarn around the tip of the right needle by bringing the yarn 
under the needle and forward over the needle. Pull the yarn 
through to make a loop on the right needle, letting the first 
stitch on the left needle slip. off. -You have knitted one stitch. 
When all the stitches are on the right needle, you have one row. 
(6) To start the next row, hold needle with stitches in the left 
hand, empty neédle in right. All rows are started that way, 
Begin the row by slipping the first stitch of the left needle 
onto the right needle, without knitting it. Knit all the remain-

The sweat and grease, as 
they come from the glands of the 
skin, have, with rare exceptions, 
little odor. But they acquire an . 
odor whe they stay on the sur- 
face, turn rancid and putrefy from 
bacterial action.” 

Many body odors are a compound 
of emanations from the skin and. 
the breath. Garlic or onion odor 
is, in 95 per cent of cases, due to 
small amounts of the food left in 
the teeth, In other .words, garlic 
and onion odor does not come from 


. the absorption of the vegetables in 


the digestive tract. It is not carried 
by the blood to the surface of the 
body or to the lungs and exhaled 
in the breath. 

Body odor which may come from 
the skin, so far as science can say 
anything about it, is due simply to 
the fermentation of the secretions 
of the skin with dome form of bac- 
teria. The treatment, therefore, 
should be, logically, simple clean- 
liness with soap and water, but 
unfortunately the problem is a 
little more. complicated than that 
because ordinary soap and water 
does not always kill or remove 
permanently the causative germs. 


AS A PRACTICAL method of 
treating this problem, which may 
border on tragedy for some people, 
the best thing to do is to assume: 
that body odor comes from the ) 
fermentation of skin.secretions by 
bacteria, and try to find some soap 
or lotion which will kill the action 
of the germs. Nobody can say def- 
initely that one particular kind of 
soap or lotiog will do this; so the 
treatment must be more or less a 
matter of experience by trial and 
error, . 


Dr. Haggard made up a mouth 
wash composed of a salt of chlo- 
rine, which would be harmless and 
at the same time destructive to 
breath odors. He found he could. 
kill a garlic or alcoholic breath in 
five minutes. The only objection to 
using this as a toothpaste is that 
it has a rather disagreeable taste. 
So humans being what they are, 
the world awaits a tasteless tooth- 
paste that will kill bad breath. 

“Humans being what they are” 
means that they will say, “I would 


do anything to get rid of this bad 


breath,” but when given a simple 
toothpaste that causes them five 
minutes discomfort, they prefer the 
bad breath, .

Had West not been so accommo- 
dating as to double the three spade 
bid, the chances are that North- 
South never could have reached a 
slam contract. Suppose West had 
held his peace over the three 
spades. North hardly could bid 
more than four diamonds, inas- 
much as he would count his spade 
void as “duplication.” And with a 
mere diamond preference from 
North, South probably would not 
have risked bidding a slam, inas- 
much as there might easily be two 
spade losers, 

The highly injudicious double by 
West gave North the opportunity 
to make a shrewd and sound bid 
and one that was easily interpret- 
able. His apparent raise of spades 
hardly could be an actual one, since 
it would be absurd for a player to 
contract for four-odd when he was 
given the chance to play at three 
doubled, If North really had liked 
the spade bid, he would have re- 
doubled. Hence his apparent raise 
could be construed only in one way, 
and that was as showing first- 
round control of the suit. From 
South’s point of view, it did not 
matter whether North had the 
blank ace or a void. In either case 
there would be a splendid chance 
to hold the spade losers to a maxi- 
mum of one, 

West made the best opening lead 
under the circumstances, namely, 
his singleton diamond. Dummy 


played low and East properly re- 


fused to part with his jack, since 
he might be able to use it to over- 
ruff dummy on a spade lead. De- 
clarer won with the nine, and real- 
izing that he would be unable to 
ruff out his entire spade suit, cor- 
rectly decided to lead the queen 
and let it ride, unless West cov- 
ered, West did cover and the trick 
was ruffed with dummy’s diamond 
eight. Declarer returned to his own 
hand with a heart and led the 
spade jack through West. This 
time the latter elected to play low 
and declarer correctly threw off a 
club from dummy. The jack hold- 
ing, declarer was home.

lt Stuttering Child 


«O- 


By Angelo Patri 


ITTLE children who are learn- 
ing to talk are likely to stam- 
mer. That is because they hage 
more to say than they have the 
power to express. They are not 
stuttering in the real meaning of 
that term. They are growing speech 
power and using it before it is per- 
fected the stutterer is suffering 
from a speech defect—a serious con- 
dition. 

No attempt should be made to 
remedy a stutter without the advice 
of an authority on speech defects. 
The teacher, the mother or frfend 
who in all kindness tries to teach a 
stuttering child how not to stutter, 
with no more training, no more un- 
derstanding of the difficulty than is 
supplied by good intentions, are 


jlikely to do more harm than good. 


Stuttering can be helped, sometimes 
cured, ‘but the training must be 
done under the supervision of the 
specialist. 

Some stuttering is caused by men- 
tal attitudes. Fear will bring on 
stuttering, and so will shock. Low- 
ered physical vitality, resulting in 
a weakening of all the powers of 
the body, affects speech. Even these 
cases, where the causes are clear to 
those in charge of the child, should 
be placed under the supervision 
and management of the. specialist. 
He decides what is to be done, how 
it is to be done, under what condi- 
tions, and he checks on the work 
constantly, and guides it until there 
is no further need. 

The stuttering that is caused by 
organic defects is a matter that 
only a skilled speech specialist 
should handle. Sometimes an oper- 


lation is ueeded. Sometimes exercises 


are needed to accomplish a step in 
the long line of adjustments, and 


ithese exercises must be outlined and 


apportioned by the expert. Great 
damage to the patient can be done 
by inexpert drill. Wise teachers 
never undertake this work without 
the direction of the specialist. 

The parents of a stuttering child 
should start his training as early 
as possible. How early that is to 
be is another question the specialist 
must decide. Some children are 
started at the age of three and 
Some not until much later. It de- 
pends upon the cause, the extent, 
the quality of the difficulty and 
only the specialist can know. Even 
he has to guess sometimes. 
Don’t ever helieve that a real 
stutter will cure itself, because it 
will not. A little child learning 
to talk has a stammer, not a stut- 
ter, so don’t mix the two. The 
stuttering child has a speech de- 
fect and must have help and that 
help must start with the special- 
ist’s diagnosis anl prescription. 
Don’t attempt to drill a stutter- 
ing child yourself. “You will only 
make a bad matter worse; Don’t 
hide the child’s difficulty from his 
teachers. Tell them about it when 
you enter him in the.school so they
